It can be shifted from the one to the other
at will, without the neceasity of relonding
or rehandling the contents between points
of shipment and destination.

The wagon proper la patented after the or-
dinary Improved rosd wagon,
course, for the speclal nature of the service
contempluted. The running gear and springs
are of standard construction, having &
carrying capacity of from (hree to seven
tons, depending upon the class of freight Lo
be carried,

The rall truck Is not materially different
from the car truck In general use on electrio
rallways, except that it Is provided with
specinl attachments for automatically grip-
ping and supporting the wagon, which com-
prines lts load,

The promoters of the enterprise have
promised the city council of Toledo that
convenlenl receiving and distributing sta-
tions will be located within the municipal
boundaries, Bulk merchandise will be
hindled; pareel, mall and express matter
also, the wagons making atore-to-stora col-
lections and deliveries, accomplished by the
wogons taking the rall line of travel least
used for passenger traffic, and by operation
at night when streets are not otherwise in
servico,

The inventor says: “This system will at
once render accessible endless acres of fer-
tile Interlor lands, wnd open them up to
the systematic energy of the thrifty market
gardener, the dajryman and the fruit grower.
Improved conditlons will result to the truck
farmer, who will not longer be obliged to
gpend s night in long weary drives In or-
der to reach an early market. Instead, his
day's harvest will be transported to town
during the night by electrio rail wagon whila
man and horse refresh themselves in sleep.”

The manufacturers of the wagon are al-
Teady negotiating to place thelr vehicle in
several New England  states, where the
country Is threaded with electric rallways.

Few people have any knowledge of the
real cost of transportation by horse and
wagon, or comprehend the amount of
money expended needlessly every year
through failure to provide proper roadways
and modern tramways,

The table glven herewith shows the re-
pults of notunl observations on the part of
mechanicnl engineers. The figures are the
cost. for moving one ton a distance of one
mile on level rondways, with different pave-
monts and under average conditions: Iron
ralls, 1.28 cents; asphnalt, 2.70 cents; stone,
paving dry and In good order, 5.33 cents;
stone, paving ordinary condition, 12 cents;
stone, paving, covered with mud, 21.30
cents; broken stone, dry and in good or-
der, 8 cenls; broken stone, molst and in
good order, 10.30 cents; broken stone, or-
dinary condition, 11.80 cents: broken stone,
covered with ruts and mud, 26 cents; earth,
dry and hard, 13 cents; earth, ruts and
mud, 89 cents; gravel, looge, G§1.60 cents;
gravel, compact, 12.80 centk; plank, good
condition, 8.80 cents; sand, wet, 3260
cents; sand, dry, G4 conts, It has been
onleulated that the average cost of trans-
portatlon by animal power 18 2§ cents per
mile,

Solar Hent to Run Dynamos.

A prophecy has been made that it will
not be long before there s a belt of smil-
Ing gardens and fields, crested with palms,
and inhabited by a contented people, on
botl sides of the ancient river Nile, all the
wey from Calro to Khartoum. A scheme |8
already well on the way for tapping the
river at the higher level above the cat-
arncts, conducting the wiater to vertical
shafis, down which it will fall to drive
turbines, nod using the power B0 Eener-
ated to run dynamoes, from which electricity
in the form of alternsting or continuous
current will be transmitted to polnts near
or remote, The water, after passing through
the turbines, will be restored to the river
at a lower level or else used for irrlgating
the land. ‘There will be no wasie of ma-
terial, 88 io burning coal, and no smoke to
poliute the limpld air of the desert. Elec-
tricity will be spplied, not only In pump-
ing for the irrigation, but in driving ma-
chinery for preparing the raw products of
the soil, eplnoing cotton, weaving silk and
many other industries, Another project in
the same direction is pow talked of. Water
ig not the only prospective source of power
in Egypt and the Soudan. There |s the solar
energy to draw upon, Jansen calculated
that thirty units of heat fall on eyery square
moeter of the earth in n minute, and as-
suming that only one-third of this poasses
through the atmosphers, ten units to the
gquare yard are left at the surfece of the
ground, which I8 equivilent to nearly 8,000~
foot pounds of mechanical energy. In
practice, owing to the imperfection of the
present machines for transformivg heat into,
mechanical power, only a (rocuon of this
would be availluble for useful purposes; but,
considering the area of desert on both sldes
of Egypt, not o spesk of the SBahara, the
total supply would be enormous. Some yeurs
ago some |Interesting experiments in  the
application of wolar heat wers made by M.
Mouchot, at Alglers, where the climate 1&
more temperate than in Egypt. With re-
flectors several yards sguare, he fooused
the heat of the sun on bollers and worked
A varlety of machines, including pumps, all
dny long, in spite of passing clouds and
high winds, besldes performing a number
of chemleal operations, siuch as distilling,
carbonlzing wood, subliming sulpbhur and
evaporating liqulds. ‘The latest propodal
in this fleld is to raise water to an eleva-
tion by the sun’'s rave and use it to run
a waler wheel and dypamo, The water
is coutnlned In tanks within a structure of
glass similar to a conservatory. The sun's
beat expands tho air in the first tank con-
talolng water and forces it into the tank
above. The alr s cooled by screening the
tank, and then the water is ralsed to the
next tank, The supn's rays acting oo a
square mile would furnish 1,000,000 horse-
power, und assuming that the alr in the
Eluss-covered houses reaches a temperature
fifty degrees above the outside & practical
efliclency of 6 per cent should be possible
with such an arrangemoent,

Progresn of BEleotric Power,

Before the days of the steam engine, that
Is to say In its present form, the city which
enjoyed the advantage of water power be-
came nlmost certalnly a manufacturing city.
Later on, when conl became cheaper by
reason of better transportation facilities,
the steam engine largely took the place of
the water wheel. Now that by modern
electrical machinery energy can be so enslly
tranaformed Into heat and light, and power
can be transmitted over wires; the city by
the waterfall may regain its former pres-
tige. It Is a comforting thought, observes
the Baltimore Sun, that the people of a
town can get from the fast-flowing river
not only power to operate machines, but
light for their homes and streets and heat
to warm their dwelllngs and cook thelr
meals. In Callfornia, where fuel s scarce
and expensive, much attention Is pald at
this time to utilizing the energy of streams
by menns of electric machinery. At Red-
Innde, California, there 18 an electric plant
which dellvers the power of a waterfall
at a distance of twenty miles, At Fresno
the power I8 carried thirty-five miles. Here
is an enormous water power, and the en-
ergy conveyed over the wires ls 2,000 horse-
power. The tlme may come when sun
energy may be preserved in storage bat-
teries and the power of the winds and tides
be utllized in the same manner.

Incandeacent Lamp Generntes Hent

The incandescent electrle lamp, says the
London Lancet, is8 essentially a device
which transforms electriclty partly lnto
light, but mostly Into heat. As 18 well
known, the carbon filament of the lamp is
n substance offering great resistance to the
passage of the current, and the product of
this resistance |s light and heat. It 8 an
ingtance of the translation of one forn of
energy into another. It may not, however,
generally be known that the llght produced
is but nfter all only a small percentage of
the energy thus manifested—some 5 or 6
per cent only at the most. This fact Is
jfmportant, bearing in mind a common no-
tion that the electric Incandescent lamp
is tree from heat rays. It is true that the
lamp when working 18 not comparable with
a flame or naked light, but at the saine
{ime the heat evolved is such os may lead
lo ignitlon, We are disposed to emphasize
this polnt because the incandescent electrle
lamp ls used for the purposes of Hlumina-
tion and decoration in shops without any
regard to the possibilily, nay, probabllity,
of fancy goods being fired which bappen
to Le contiguous. Indeed, so firm is the
jdea that the Incandescent electric lamp is
free from heat that it is frequently to be
found burled in a mass of easily igniled
and highly inflammable material. This s
a mistake, and care should be exerclaed
with the electrle lamp in {te application in
this connection, but the risk, of course,
is not #o great ng where naked lights are
employed, We have found by experiment
that on immersing a 16-candle power lamp
(100 wvolte pressure) in half a pint of wuter
the water bolls within an hour and in
proportionately less time when a 32-candle
power lamp 18 substituted. If again the
lamp be buried in cotton-woel, the wool ,
soon heging to scorch and ultimately to
burst into flame; in one experiment whioh
we triled the bursting iInto flume of the
wool was accompanied by a loud "report,
due to the explosion of the lamp. It clearly
appearg from this that the Incandescent
electrle Jamp cannot be regarded as an un-

DUES REDUCED AND OFFICERS CHOSEN

ConsldernBhle Ausiness of Interest to
the Members Tranancted During
the Morning—Some of the
Papers Hend,

When the professicnnl and sclentific fiah-
ermen asgembled at the Millard hotel yos-
terday, they spent some tlme talking of
the beautien of the exposition, which they
visiled last night, and there was nothing
but pralse from oll of them for the won-
! dors of the show. To such an extent i this
true that the soclety is apt to shorten Its
'smslnn during the day, and give more time
| to looking over the exposition grounds,

When the regular work was taken up the
question of reducing the annual dues was
agnin considered, and when the vote waa
| taken, the soclety decided to cut them
down from $2 to %1,

The election of officers followed, with this
resuit: President, George F. Ponbody of
 Wisconsin; vieo president, Willlam H. Bow-
|mnn of New York; treasurer, L. D, Huntlog-
(ton of New York; recording secretary,
l Herschel Whitaker of Michigan: correspond-
ing secrotary, J. E. Gunckel of Ohio; oxeou-
tive committee: J, 8 Dale of Pennsylvania,
B. B, Bryant of Wiscousin, J, J. Shanahan
of Ohlo, F. N, Clark of Michigan, J. W,
Titcomb of Vermont, W. L. Mdy of Ne-
braska and Dr. J. A. Henshall of Montana.

Having dizposed of these Important items
of businesa the soclety devoted Lthe greater
portion of the day to reading and discuss-
ing papers on various phases of the flsh
question, all of which were on a sclentifle
and technical basis.

Value of Microncope.

J. J. Strannhan of Put-in-Bay read n
paper on “The Microscope as Practically
Applied to Fish Culture,” in which he ex-
plaloed how, through the use of the micro-
gcope, the flsh culturist could tell at once
whether eggs were Impregnated, and thereby
gave himself a large amount of time and
fome expense in trying to hateh unim-
pregnated eggs, He held that o spawn
might have a most promising appearance
and yet be without any wvalue whatever
and this the microscope would disclose at
the first examinntion. Through the use of
the microscope the fish culturlst can also
determine whether the spawn taker is doing
good wark. The speaker said that the old-
est and most experienced spawn takers are
the cause of the most trouble in that they
get into ruts and take eggs which are not
Impregnnted,

Mr, Strenahan (Hustrated many of the
points of his paper by means of photographs
of the microscople reproductionz wof the
eges, showlng them [n varlous stoges of
development, thelr appearance when im-
pregonated and otherwise, He showed that
the power and effectiveness of the micro-
scope were so great that defective eggs can
be detected as rapidly as they caa be placed
under the glass and removed.

Work of the Soclety.

J. E. Gunokel of Toledo discussed '"The
Fish Culturist,” the central 1dea of his
paper being to show the work accompllshed
by the fisheries soclety from It organiza-
tion on December 20, 1870, down to the
present time. He gave all credit 1o the
Ash culturist for the preservation and in-
crease in fish, through thelr sclentific re-
ssarches and advocacy of state laws., He
axplained how they Had taken trout and
other high e¢lass fish from eastern waters
and transferred them to western lakes and
streams, and by artificial propagetion had
increased thelr number,

He described the fish as the poor man's
food, In that it can be had for the taking,
and costs uo man labor. This being true it
merils the study and investigation being
glven It under the ald of state and pa-
tional government,

He then touched npon the fish exhibit
at the exposition and said the display was
a revelation to him and fully demonsgtrated
the ugefuloess and value of the work belng
done every year by the fish commissioners,

In closing bis paper Mr. Gunekel alluded
to the exposition to be held at Toledo In
1002, in honor of the centennial of Ohlo's
statehood, and sald some good words for
the enterprise, inviting the society to pre-
pare for a fish exhibit at that time which
will eclipse anything previously attempted,

New ldenw on Boss,

W. J. O'Brien, superintendent of state
hatcheries at South Bend, presented n paper
“The Propagation of Black Boss,” In
which he advanced some theorles which were
entirely new to most if not all of the dele-
gates. To prevent buss from eating each
other has been a prohlem before the fish
culturist for these long years and Mr,

O'Brien presented what he belleves to be the
solution.

WORK SWINDLE ON GOLD SEEKERS,

Transportation Compnanices Lenve
Them In Wilds of Alnska,

WASHINGTON, July 21.—In a report to
the State department Upited States Consul
Dudley, at Vaucouver, B. €., says thit care
should he taken by those who contemplate
golng to the gold fields in entering into
transgportation contracte. Certaln companies
have obtained a copsiderable sum of money
(generally §500 for esch person) upon very
ingenjously worded contracts that the per-
sons paying should be transported to the
gold fields in the north, with all necessary
outfit furnished and expenses puid, In three
cases Jn which men have pald thelr money
they have been brought at slight expenss
to Vancouver and other ports nand then
abandoned.

The men wha had coptracted with one of
these companies became suspleloug while st
Vancouver, but after nan explapation by the
agent they ngreed Lo go forward. The con-
sul says he ham recelved w leiter from one
of the party, now at Fort Wrangle, Alagka,
gaying that the company Induced his party
to go to Wrangle and after pulling the pro-
viglong up the Stickeen for fourteen miles
sent them into camp, where they have re-
malned ever since. When asked to be put
whead, they were put off with promises and
now feel that the vompany does not {ntepd
to do anything, The party, which 18 now
at the camp far from home and without
money, consists of thirty mon from the Old
Bay state, The consul suggests that per-
gons deslring 1o go to the gold flelds take
every poesible precautlion.
